was recently received by Mrs. Katli- 
ryn (Dentlert Pcnder. of Biglcrville, 
from her husband, Lt. Gaston L. 
Pender, who is on duty 011 the west- 
ern front in Holland. In it the officer 
relates sonic of his experiences in 
the combat zone. He was formerly 
stationed at Camp Sharpe, 0:1 Ihe 
battlefield. 


Since this letter was received a 


later communication has arrived 
disclosing that Lieutenant Pender 
now is In Germany and that he 
recently received the Bronze Star 
medal. Mrs. Pender is a teacher at 
the Lincoln school building here. 


Excerpts from his letter follows: 
"I had a very unusual experience 


today in Germany. Sergeant Miller 
and I were lost up in the neighbor- 
hood of the Siegfried line con the 
German side of it, too) and I knew 
I was close to the German Infantry. 
I ducked into a farmnousc and in- 
side was a German Catholic priest 
and two German civilians. The priest 
doffed his black hat and smiled very 
frieiidly-likc. I spoke to him in 
English and he told me the way to 
our lines in English. As I started to 
get back into the jeep, he followed 
me out to the street. He tugged at 
my arm and with the most beseech- 
ing look in his eyes said, in a half- 
frightened tone. 'Please Herr Officer, 
could you tell me de results of de 
election in de States today?' (I am 
quoting him literally) "You are a

in western Germany to 32 miles and 
captured numerous towns in the 
Eifel mountains, some within seven 
miles of the important road center 
of Bit-burg.

Goch Outflanked 


Goch, a city of 13,500 and the 


center of eight military highways, 
had been outflanked and virtually 
surrounded when Lhe Scotch "Ladies 
From Hell" poured into its ruins, 
created by terrific aerial and ground 
bombardment. The town is divided 
by the Niers river eight miles south 
of Kleve, and has been fortified 
since 1291.

fully limiting the small Japanese 
penetrations until our lines—guard- 
ing air strips and other key forti- 
fications—could be restored-by suc- 
cessful counterattacks."

Captures German 


'•We captured a German day be- 


fore yesterday who was home from 
the Russian front on a furlough. His 
home was in a little German town 
near our lines (it was already In our 
tentative control, but he didn't 
know it.) He walked, into town as 
big as day and found out from a 
civilian that the town was prac- 
tically all in our hands. The part 
which his home was in was already 
ours, so he decided then and there 
to surrender. He found an American 
major who was too busy to capture 
him, so the major gave him the pass 
word and told him the way to pur 
outposts. The German made his way 
into our lines and was taken pris- 
oner. He gave us valuable informa- 
tion on condition that we allow him 
to visit his wife and two babies only 
for 10 minutes before we evacuated 
him to the rear. 


"Recently I was talking to the 


niece of the Minister of Defense for 
the Netherlands in Queen Wilhel- 
menia's government. She told me 
an American flyer landed in her 
back yard with a parachute (his 
plane had been hit by the Germans) 
but in landing he broke a leg. They 
took him into the house and kept 
him lor two weeks, taking care of 
him and nursing him back to health. 
The Germans found out he was there 
and they came into tne house, 
picked him up and carried him 
away. Then they threatened the 
girl's father and family with exe- 
cution for aiding American flyers. 
She also told me about the cave un- 
der the city where many, many 
British and American flyers who had 
been shot down in Holland were 
hidden for weeks and taken care of 
by Dutch underground. 'The cave, in- 
cidentally, is just behind my hotel. 


"Mystery Army" 


"Guess you read all about the new 


"mystery" army — of 
the 
Ninth — 


plunging across the border and into 
Germany. I was with them. I was 
attached for the operation to the 
regiment which took Geilenkirchen, 
Germany. We attacked at 7 a. m. 
after having slept in the woods the 
night before. I was up front and 
had joined them about 4 a. m. We 
moved up into position after dark. 
I slept right next to a whole battery 
of 105-millimeter cannon. They fired 
almost continuously all during the 
night. So you can imagine how much 
I slept. We were dive-bombed by 
the Germans once during the night. 
It was quite a show. The air was 
full of tracer bullets and exploding 
shells. The Germans dropped a 
few flares which lit up the ground 
just like day. I found a very con- 
venient ohellhole and fell into it, 
but quickly. We shot the plane down 
which was a Hacking us before he 
did any damage, 


"The night before, we fired leaflets 


to the Germans. Then about 10 a. in. 
we made our first broadcast. We were 
about 1.000 yards from the town. I 
put the loudspeaker on top Of a 
bunker of the Siegfried line and Ser- 
geant Rape-port talked from inside 
the pillbox. The prisoners began com- 
ing in very slowly. At 11:30 we 
broadcast again from another spot 
on the Siegfried line which was just 
outside Geilenkirchen. A few more 
prisoners %vanciered in. Our troops 
then entered the town. I stayed with 
my crr'w behind the railroad just 
before thu town. Alter the first pla- 
toon had entered the town I moved 
up with my boys to the first row of 
house.', which were behind another 
railroad. Plenty of rifle fire and ma- 
chine gun lire popping away, and

prisoners coming in in groups. 


"Lieutenant Preston and 1 crawl- 


ed to the lop of a bomb-wrecked 
rail over-pass and put the loud- 
speaker in amidst the twisted iron. 
We wanted to talk to a few pris- 
oners to get more information be- 
fore we went on the air for the third 
time. The prisoners which had been 
taken were being assembled and 
guarded behind a warehouse which 
was some 100 yards Irom where the 
press and I were hiding. The Ameri- 
cans started to inarch the prisoners 
toward us, and as they did so. a 
German machine gun opened up 
irom about 200 yards further up 
and killed one of'their own men and 
wounded two more. None of our 
boys were hit. 


"So then—being an adventuresome 


soul—Sergeant Miller and I decided 
we'd 
cross the open space and get 


into the scrap. I went first and got 
across the''open space without in- 
cident, then Miller followed. Evi- 
dently the sniper with the machine 
gun had been taken care of by the 
boys up front. We got two German 
officer? rounding a corner and I 
picked up a few souvenirs. 


"Then we went into the middle of 


toxvn and went into a house which 
was supposed to have some Ger- 
mans left in it. About that time Ser- 
geant Rapopcrt opened up with the 
loudspeaker and 47 prisoners walked 
out of the house with their hands 
up. Ninety per cent of them were 
carrying our leaflets and were only 
waiting for us to arrive for them to 
surrender. I got a'jeep full of Ger- 
man sub-machine guns and other 
things. 


"An American soldier came along 


with two German officers and we 
stopped them. Sergeant Rapoport 
had rejoined us now so he interro- 
gated them. We found out from 
them where there might be a few 
more Germans hiding. So we took 
off in that direction. They were in 
a bunker about 200 yards outside 
town oil the far side.

crawled back, ancl I found a pla- 
toon leader and told him about it. 
He took n tank nnd a squad of men 
and went up. What happened I 
don't know but they did get more 
prisoners. 


"We started back toward Uie jeep 


walking along the road. A sniper 
(opened up on us—and we hit the 
'dirt ugiim. I .'hall never lon;et Urn 
whine ol those bdllets. That is a 
terrific sound. I certainly did enjoy 
that experience. I can certainly ap- 
preciate the infantry now. Those 
men snould get a lot of credit. They 
are the boys who do the dirty work."

HOTBEDS OVER 
CELLAR WINDOW 
CAN WORK WELL 


For the Victory gardener who has 


a ba.sement window with southern 
exposure, it is possible to build a 
practical hot-bed which is more 
easily watched, aired and watered 
than the standard type. 


In front of the window make a 


shallow excavation, about foot deep. 
The size must be figured carefully, 
so that a frame set in this excava- 
tion can be covqred by window or 
hot-bed sash. As in the case of 
other hot-beds, a glass substitute 
may be used on the sash, if desired. 


Build a frame to fit in the excava- 


tion. The sides must slant sharply 
from a point above the window, al- 
most to the ground. Fit the s>ash on 
this frame, using hinges at the 
top so the sash may easily be raised

-Of 70 persons caught in the col- 
lege only eight survived, said one of 
them, the Rev. Francis S. Cosgrave.

Australia. 


Father Cosgrave, recovering from 


two bayonet wounds, in Santo Tomas 
hospital, filled in details of the ter- 
rible afternoon la.st Monday. 


One Japanese officer and 20 en- 


listed men shot and bayoneted the 
American. Filipino. German. Irish 
and Spanish religious brothers and 
Filipino lefugees. 


The bodies were discoveied today 


when the United States 848th In- 
fantry Regiment captured the col- 
lege area. 


Father Cosgrave said the Japanese 


garrison had remained in one wing 
of the college, while permitting the 
priests and refugees to occupy an- 
other.

"The new law requires that if a 
husband and wife Tile separate re­ 
turns. each must take his own ex­ 
e m p tio n s on Ins or her own return. 
"Tile exemptions of both eau be 
claimed on tile same return univ ii 
*a* they file a joint return, or *b» if 
one of them had no taxable income 
and was not dependent of another 
taxpayer. In applying this rule to 
wive of men in the armed forces, it 
shcgild be borne in mind that til* 
tax laws exempt and disregard the 
first $1,300 of active service pay re­ 
ceived each year by a member of th*’ 
armed forces. The result is that th* 
average member of the armed forces 
has no taxable Income, in which 
case lits surtax exemption can be 
claimed by ills wife. 
"Tile new law also provides thai 
the earnings of children shall be 
considered to belong to the children, 
and not to their parents, for pur­ 
poses ol the federal income tax. As 
a result, minor who had $500 or 
more income last year must file in­ 
come tax returns the same as adults. 
Therefore, parents need no longer 
include In their own income tax re­

shire requires that a community 
roust hold a town or city meeting to 
vote on whether boxing will be per- 
mitted before the state commission 
can issue a license. . . . Kentucky is 
one of several states that prohibit 
prize righting, but has a, commission 
to exercise control over boxing ex- 
hibitions 
. and the chances are 


that if a couple of boys started to 
put on a pretty exhibition of boxing 
skill, the commission-appointed ref- 
eree would be the first to say: "Go 
on and fight, ya bums, or I'll throw 
ya out."
